A Myth Tniccablo to tho TruditioiiH of 


12n.rbAri.sin—^freedom and Social Equal- 
ity Among tho Coloreil Pooplo of tlio 
Capital. 


"I heard the night doctor go by lust night 


nnd I knew tho lx>y would die before :nom- 
in£," said an oM Washington darky onco to 


0:35 AM tho writer. And when I asked him who tho 


night doctor was ho rolled up his eyes in tbo 
most painful manner to bobold, shook his 
head aud muttered some gibberish which I 
could not understand and ir.ado somo queer 
motiaiLs with his hands. Aruong a certain 
grurlo oC negroes in ^V"J^shill^ton1 particularly 
thoso who drifted tliero aftoi* tbo war from 
Iho extreme south, thcro pravails a supersti- 
tion tlmt w ns ominous f°r lhoi:i fLS tho Uftith 
tick used to bo for tbo ignorant peasants of 
Eugland. It is that thero rushes tbroush tho 
street at midnight a supernatural boing, 
formed like a man, having long, hook lilco 
diners aud a poisonous breath, and that 
whenever ho turns nnd breathes upon n. houso 
where a child lies sick tho child is doomed to 
death bcforo another night. It is not ominous 
to ono to hoar tho night doctor, as this being 
of superstition is called, and always after tho 
UL-ath of n child Iho negroes cot together and 
ask who of them heard the night doctor pass 
by. Somo one is sure to assort that he or she 
heard tho low, moaning, rushing sound mndo 
by tbo night doctor's quick flight. But it is 
regarded a.s a suroly fatal sigu if ajiy 0:10 sees 
tho night doctor. 


THE XIGLIT DOCTOR C03IING. 


Sometimes at midnight darkies who aro on 


the street will suddenly turn their faces to a 
wall and stand with their hands over their 
eyes frrsomo moments. They have funded 
that they havo heard tho night doctor coining, 
and they believe tbatiC their eyas rest upon 
hitu ho will turn and blow his malodorous 
blast upon them and that death will surely 
s]>cedily follow. Tboso jieoplo are singularly 
reluctant, too, to speak to any ono but thoso 
of their own superstition about tho night 
doctor, and if they aro templed to say any- 
thing they speak with undoubted manifesta- 
tion of terror. I onco hoard an old colored 
man who wns head waiter at ono of. tho hotels 
say that ho knew that a man oC whom I in- 
quired would not recover from Lis sickness 
because tlio night before ho was taken ho Imd 
scon tho night doctor go flying through this 
streets. Tho man did die in a day or two, and 
had been dying for a year with consumption, 
but no reasoning could persuade theso colored 
peoplo that liu WOH inevitably doomed before 
ho had tho vision of Iho niglit doctor. 
But 


the victims of 'this creature aro children, ex- 
cept when an adult sets his eyes on it, and 
thcro occurs r.o death among tho children, 
according to their belief, which was not on 
the ni£ht before indicated by tho passage of 
tbc nigbt doctor. The myth seems to b& 
traceable to tradition brought by the ances- 
tors of theso people from Africa. 


Tho Washington negroes offer most inter- 


cstifiC opportunities for study of tho effects of 
freedom mid political equality, and It is not 
altogether encouraging for thoso who looked 
for a rapid aud happy development when tho 
colored peoplo had equal chances with tho 
whites. Most of them havo learner! to bo 
thrift}', or at least to rely upon atii'y work 
for support. Laziness does not pro vail among 
them to the extent that it does further south. 
There nro moro opportunities for making nrd 
saving money in Washington for these pcoplo 
than anywhern oisa in tho country, although 
tho negro population is one-third that of tho 
city, ;wd no ci:y in the United States has a 
larger colored population. 
They aro very 


•teuacious or thiur civil rights, especially in 
public, on tlio horse earn, in tho theatres and 
at tho Cnpitoh They aro very anxious to 
own homes, and they are divided into social 
sets with as'much rigor, if not by stricter 
lines, than tho white people of tho cL}*. Tho 
coal blacl; negro despises iho mulatto, while 
tho mulatto i-j disposed to snnb tho pure 
blooded African. But they are ail clannish, 
and arc most abject imitators of tbo whiio 
people, oven iii tho matter of social etiquette, 
and 04*0 slaves to superstitions as much as 
they ever were upon tho plantations, though 
many of them strive to conceal this trait. 


LITTLE ORIGINALITY. 


Tboy show but little evidence of originality 


Of thought, though many of them have re- 
ceived fair rudimentary educations. 
The 


majority of tho younger generation can read 
and write. 
There arc, of course, somo cs- 


coptions to this rule, but thcso exceptions 
proro it. They show as a rule no aptitude 
for mechanical work, and though there aro a 


good carpenters and other mechanics 


among them tho colored man's hands seem to 
bo clumsy with any skilled tool orcccpt tho 
razor and shaving brush. 
They lm\'0 had 


twenty-fivo years oE freedom and especially 
favorable opportunities to develop under this 
new condition, with strenuously exacted and 
willingly given civil rights o2 all kinds, and 
3'ct tho great mass of tbuso pcoplo continue to 
bo laborers, barbers, waiters, sciTants, cooks 
and washerwomen. Their slavery to super- 
stitions such as that of tho night doctor, no 
amount of education or reading seems to froo 
them from, and iC their churches do not 
directly encourage, they at ieast do not frown 
down such disposition. Itseeuis impossible 
to eradicate it. 


Tbero seems to bo a feeling among tho 


negroes all over tho country that Washington 
is their true home, aad 3*ou will find jt 
expressed hero and there if you talk with 


s of comparative intelligence. Only a 


few days ago I mot a colored man who had 
bean living in Bridgeport for nine years, and 
he said he was going to Washington to livo. 
Said he: ''I thought when I como to New 
England that a colored man, if ho behaved 
himself and- was ft thrifty citizen, would

A\'(jst street into tho Korth rivor, Trann>s 
and vagabonds of! pigeondom, roost, breed and 
malro their homes in tho eaves and rafters of 
theso dock's, picking up ft precarious exist- 
ence from leakages of grain bags brought for 
shipment and from food thrown overboard 
from .steamers moored near by. 'Longshore- 
men and tho old salts employed in tho ijuigh- 
liorliw-I oC tho wharves tell curious stories of 
and t-'iitertain strongo superstitions concern- 
ing tlK'so birds. Tlio majority of them havo 
been rim over by trucks and hop on ono leg, 
or havo ;i broken wh\g.
